WASHINGTON Congress, already struggling 
to avert a government shutdown next week, 
turned its attention Wednesday to the other 
fiscal bullet it had to dodge: a federal debt de- 
fault. 

Republican leaders in the House of Rep- 
resentatives notified members that a vote on 
raising the debt limit could come as early as 
Friday. 

Treasury Secretary Jack Lew pleaded for 
quick action in the deeply divided Congress 
on raising the $16.7 trillion statutory limit 
on government borrowing, as he projected 
an Oct. 17 date when borrowing capacity 
would be nearly exhausted and only $30 bil- 
lion would be left in his agency’s checking ac- 
count. 

The non-partisan Congressional Budget 
Office estimated that after Oct. 22, Treasury 
might not be able to pay all its bills. The pri- 
vate Bipartisan Policy Center set a range of 


sometime between Oct. 18 and Nov. 5. 

Amid the dire default warnings, lawmakers 
grappled with another potential crisis: fed- 
eral agency shutdowns that could begin with 
the new fiscal year on Oct. 1 unless Congress 
comes up with emergency funds. 

The money would be used to pay troops, 
operate border patrols, provide free school 
lunches for poor children and for thousands 
of other activities. 

The Democratic-led Senate voted unani- 
mously to begin advancing legislation to avert 
government agency shutdowns. But both the 
Senate and the Republican-led House were 
set for tough fights over the next few days. 

Both the debt ceiling and government 
funding measures were complicated by Re- 
publican attempts to use the must-do bills to 
gut President Obama’s signature healthcare 
law, known as “Obamacare.” Democrats are 
fighting to kill any such efforts. 

House Democratic leader Nancy Pelosi of 
California called for fast passage of a straight- 
forward debt limit increase. 

“Republicans continue to hold the full faith 
and credit of the United States government 
hostage to their radical agenda,” Pelosi said at 
a news conference.

Electric vehicle owners in the Chicago area 
may finally get to start using a car-charging 
network that has been stalled for two years.

Chicago terminated its grant agreement 
with 350Green last April over allegations that 
the company had submitted evidence that it 
had paid contractors it hadn't. The FBI ex- 
ecuted a search warrant at the company’s LA 
offices last July on suspicion of fraud, accord- 
ing to court records, which show the company 
owes nearly $4 million in unpaid bills.

WASHINGTON Federal prosecutors have 
documented at least 350 instances of faulty 
background investigations done by private 
contractors and special agents for the Office 
of Personnel Management in recent years, 
illustrating what some lawmakers call sys- 
temic weaknesses in the granting of federal 
security clearances. 

Reuters calculated the total by reviewing 
court documents and press releases from 
prosecutors for 21 cases resulting in convic- 
tions that involved the making of false state- 
ments from December 2004 to March 2012. 

These are the cases government officials 
have cited to assert that action is taken 
against investigators who falsely claim to 
have reviewed records or done interviews 
for background checks submitted to OPM. 
Not all the cases identified a specific number 
of Fabrications, 

The yo falsified reparts represent only 
a small percenrage ef the number of tack- 


ground investigations conducted each year, 
either by OPM’s own investigators or a 
handful of private contractors it uses for 
most of the work. 

The Goverment Accountabilicy Office 
testified to a congressional committer in 
June that OPM received over $0 Billion ta 
conduct more than 2 million background 
investigations for soweninicn: cmployees un 
fiscal 2011. 

But the dewails af the cases show how 
cracks in the system many allow employers to 
obtain clearances without proper vetting

Halftime Browns 
trivia, memorabilia giveaways and a touch- 
down confetti cannon all add to the fun, while 
$4 Great Lakes pints—brewed in Cleveland, of 
course—provide a taste of home. Just a few 
doors down, The Cubby Bear (1059 W. Addison 
St. 773-327-1662) caters to its own dozens-deep 
group of Browns loyals.

DETROIT LIONS 


Detroit native and true-blue Lions fan Bo 
Duong opened Grand River (3032 N. Lincoln 
Ave.

Morale 
was low then, but has improved considerably 
among regulars at this Lakeview bar, where 
80-100 Detroit fans pack the bar for games. 
Duong tells people to arrive an hour before 
game time to ensure good seats, and expects 
the bar to be at capacity—with Bears and Lions 
fans alike—in anticipation of the Chicago-

The Arctic Monkeys 
are in LA, but not 
necessarily of it

Alex Turner knows how it looks: A young Brit- 
ish rock band, widely admired for its unflinch- 
ing depictions of a pub-crawl demimonde, finds 
huge success at home, then packs up and moves 
to sunny Los Angeles just as it’s on the verge of 
becoming a kind of national institution. 

But if longtime fans of England’s Arctic 
Monkeys are worried that the group has aban- 
doned its unsavory roots, Turner has words of 
reassurance. 

“We used to have a little space on this 
scuzzy street in Sheffield,” the singer-guitarist 
said recently. “And now we've got one on a 
scuzzy street in Hollywood instead.” 

Still, “AM” does add fresh wrinkles—Bo- 
toxed ones, perhaps—to a post-punk sound 
that arrived on a wave of hype with Arctic 
Monkeys’ 2006 debut, “Whatever People Say 
IT Am, That’s What I’m Not.” 

On that album, which set several sales re- 
cords and won the United Kingdom’s presti- 
gious Mercury Prize, Turner spun his detailed 
yarns over scrappy garage rock. Subsequent 
records added traces of psychedelia and heavy 
metal, some inspired by the group’s friendship 
with Josh Homme of Queens of the Stone Age. 

Those elements crop up again on ‘AM;”

Homme contributes vocals to two songs. But 
here the band—which also includes guitarist 
Jamie Cook, bassist Nick O’Malley and drum- 
mer Matt Helders—juices its rhythmic attack 
with low-slung beats that feel derived from 
Dr. Dre’s hip-hop productions, while Turner 
pushes his vocals to a new level of clammy sen- 
suality, 

When Arctic Monkeys wrote the new al- 
bum’s slinky but bruising “R U Mine?”—and 
then played it on tour last year as the Black 
Keys’ opening act—Turner felt his imagina- 
tion spark. “The vocals on that song share 
something with contemporary R&B,” he said. 
“And from there it was like, “Well, what else 
can we pull in that doesn’t normally go in the 
rock band box?’” 

The folks at home haven’t put up much 
resistance to that dabbling: Last week “AM” 
debuted at No. 1 on the U.K. album chart, and 
it’s nominated for the 2013 Mercury Prize. 

“People were a bit put out when they first 
heard the Monkeys had gone to America— 
like, ‘Have they forgotten us?’ ” said Matt 
Wilkinson, an editor at NME. “But the album 
has had such a good reaction here. You can’t 
argue with the music.” 

Nor with the idea of what defines home for 
a busy touring act like Arctic Monkeys, who 
played the Riviera Theatre on Monday. “To 
me it means having an actual key as opposed 
to a key card,” Helders said. “And having to 
clean your own towels.”

Late-night TV is timely

Paul McCartney doesn’t need publicity, but 
when he wants to, he sure can make a dent. 
On Monday, he and his band appeared on 
‘Jimmy Kimmel Live” and shut down a 
stretch of Hollywood Boulevard when they 
performed for a lucky few thousand at the 
late-night show’s outdoor stage. 

Tuesday night, Justin Timberlake was set 
to take the Kimmel stage and drew JT obses- 
sives born long after the Beatles disbanded. It 
was the second of a double-barreled shot that 
underscored the Kimmel show’s increasing in- 
fluence. What the two music stars shared were 
devoted fans eager to watch, chat and tweet. 

The twin concerts highlighted the shifting 
the goal of late-night TV music gigs from one 
of immediate gratification—perform a song 
that will lead to sales the next day — to a part 
of a multifaceted, slow-building campaign. 

“One way to stand out on late-night TV, 
when it comes to major artists, is the ability 
to do event-type programming like we did 
with Paul,” says Joel Amsterdam, senior vice 
president of marketing for the Concord Mu- 
sic Group, which will release McCartney’s 
forthcoming album “New.” “Late night has 
the ability to turn an ordinary appearance to 
a memorable, special event.” 

Monday, with their smartphones aimed and 
Kimmel’s pre-show MC Don Barris priming 
the crowd to tweet early and often with the 
hashtag #mccartneyonkimmel, the fans did 
what Amsterdam predicted—snapping, Face- 


booking, tweeting and screaming the mo- 
ment McCartney walked on the stage. 

The timing was mutually beneficial: Monday 
was the first night of the fall 2013 TV season, 
and Kimmel was pushing McCartney as a way 
to snag ratings, in the process adding another 
name to the show’s impressive, and increas- 
ingly well-rounded, roster of musical guests. 

Considering that an artist of McCartney’s 
stature can cherry-pick his gigs, the Kim- 
mel choice, as well as the scheduling—nearly 
three weeks before the release of “New”’— 
were notable. In January, the ABC show was 
advanced a half-hour to compete against “The 
Tonight Show With Jay Leno” and “Late Show 
With David Letterman” in the 11:35 p.m. slot. 
With the shift, the competition for bigger- 
ticket guests among the three shows has be- 
come more intense. 

Kimmel’s show, in fact, is something of 
a bellwether in the time slot. When Jimmy 
Fallon assumes Leno’s chair next year, he'll 
bring with him his excellent backing band 
the Roots, who rose from live hip-hop act to 
late-night musical heroes. Like Kimmel, Fal- 
lon’s focus is on the young, and his show has 
mastered the art of the viral video. 

When this week is over, McCartney, Tim- 
berlake, Metallica, Drake, Cher, Kings of 
Leon, Avril Lavigne, MGMT, Goodie Mobb, 
Atoms for Peace and others will have appeared 
on late-night shows including the big three, 
Fallon, “The Daily Show With Jon Stewart,” 
“The Colbert Report” and “Chelsea Lately.”

“Watch your head” is a helpful hint Arlan 
DeRussy imparts upon entering his 
apartment/workshop. DeRussy, 34, who 
freelances industrial design, has turned a 
garden studio in Ravenswood into both a 
functional workspace and a museum for past 
experiments. A self-described “emporium 

of oddities,” the apartment is a jam-packed 
exercise in form meeting function, where 
delicate objects like a handmade wooden 
clock sit neatly perched near a soon-to-be- 
welded moped renovation. 

Walking through the space is an immersive 
experience, like stepping into a page of 
DeRussy’s sketchbook. Most objects are 
past projects, from bamboo pottery to 
welded lounge chairs. Reclaimed planks 
run throughout the apartment—“they help 
control the clutter,” he says—and display the 
various objects. “I could walk through and 
give you a story about everything,” DeRussy 
said. “I have a big-ass laser beam that makes 
crop circles (1) I made for a physics 
project, and a fractal pyramid 
made out of copper that was 
the only way I could pass a 
math class.” 

Tucked in the back is 
the workshop, where 
large wood scraps meet 


minuscule screws in an 
experiment in organized 
chaos. Custom storage helps 
separate the eclectic materials 
that are used for both passion projects 
and commissioned work. “Mopeds, welding, 
painting, wood working—this workshop is 
the sponge for my tools and materials,” he 
said. “There are a lot of half-finished projects 
and some stuff from when I was a kid, like a 
mechanical hand, that I still work on.” 

“It’s really rough down here, which is kind 
of my lifestyle,” DeRussy said of the studio- 
sized space. “Nothing’s fenced in, there’s 
no doors. I’ve come to find of all the spaces 
that I’ve lived, regardless of size, [that] 
limitations breed creativity.” 

Scattered blueprints, protractors and a 
coating of wood shavings are evidence of 
projects constantly in motion, including 
custom wood and steel tables. 

“Tt’s just one of those things. If I wanna go 
big, I gotta go messy,” he said. 

DeRussy’s passion for tinkering has a

his living space to fit his needs. “One of the 
worst places that I’ve lived was in Albany
